ON  BEHALF  of  himself  and 
the  executive  council  the  presb- 
dent  said,  “We  feel  there  was 
no  candidate  in  the  freshman 
elections  who  intentionally  per- 
formed a breach  of  election 
rules.”  He  felt  election  problems 
stomrned  from  lack  of  under- 
standing and  from  improper  in- 
fluences. 

President  Lee  fervently  stress- 
ed that  “studentbody  cards  are 
not  transferable.”  He  explained 
that  card  transfer  takes  money 
from  student  pockets  by  leaving 
a deficit  in  the  activity  fund  and 
by  robbing  the  athletic  associa- 
tion of  revenue  which  would  or 
dinarily  be  paid  by  spectators. 

“I  WANT  TO  explain  why  I 
haven’t  signed  a bill  which  I 
have  not  seen,”  said  President 
Lee  in  reference  to  the  Chest 
Fund  Drive.  Bill.  Before  a decis- 
ion can  be  made  about  the  bill, 
the  Senate  has  been  asked  to 
make  more  consideration  of  the 
points  involved  and  to  incorpor- 
ate more  detail. 

Offering  a challenge  to  stu- 
dents President  Lee  said,  “We 
need  to  ‘Brighten  the  Under- 
standing’ of  the  folks  at  home. 
At  the  same  time  when  we  talk 
about  dances  and  basketball  i 
games  we  need  to  speak  of  the! 
academic  progress  of  the  school.  I 

“This  is  not  an  inferior  ac-  ' 
ademic  institution,  ’ he  said, 
“We  are  rapidly  taking  our 
place  among  the  best.” 

The  president  said  plans  are 
being  made  for  recognition  of 
individual  and  group  academic 
achievement  shortly  after  the 
beginning  of  winter  quarter. 
Other  possibilities  being  consid- 
ered are  placards  to  be  placed 
on  classroom  walls  as  a remin- 
der of  scholastic  importance;  and 
thought  provoking  cards  to  be 
distributed  to  BYU  women 
through  the  Relief  Society. 

OF  THE  DANCE-exchange 
program  President  Lee  said,  “We 
are  very  pleased  about  the  quan- 
tity of  voluntary  favorable  com- 
ments from  prominent  Church 
and  faculty  members  about  our 
new  tradition.” 

He  said  that  when  the  bicycle 
code  goes  into  effect,  students 
will  enforce  it  themseves,  be- 
cause they  need  to  do  things  be- 
cause these  things  are  right.

BLOW  FOR  TOGETHERNESS 

The  paddle  has  been  the  symbol  of  the  “togetherness” 
that  social  units  have.  It  seems  that  when  one’s  buttocks 
are  warmed  by  a stout  swat  from  one's  brother,  the 
warmth  automatically  moves  to  one’s  heart.  Instead  of 
such  a blow  causing  anger  or  frustration,  it  is  in  reality, 
a blow  for  togetherness.  And  the  devil  take  the  hinder- 
most. 

With  the  exit  of  the  paddle,  the  eating  of  distasteful 
“crud,”  the  wearing  of  outlandish  garb  and  the  one-way- 
ride,  a certain  romantic  era  comes  to  a close.

UNCRITICAL  CRITICISM

thing praiseworthy. 

In  many  importaqt  university  functions,  from  blood 
drives  to  academic  emphasis  programs,  social  units  forge 
ahead  because  the  cohesiveness  and  competitive  spirit 
.that  the  units  generate,  creates  an  atmosphere  of  eager- 
ness to  work. 

The  day  is  apparently  gone  when  bedraggled  goates 
or  dodos  limp  painfully  home  from  a hell  night  to  soak 
their  blook  caked  shorts  off  in  the  shower.  We  don’t  know 
what  will  replace  those  days. 

We  have  confidence  in  the  ingenuity  and  straight 
thinking  of  the  social  unit  members.

seems  to  me  that  at  least  a par- 
tial solution  to  a number  of  re- 
cent problems  could  lie  in  a 
recognition  by  our  administra- 
tors, our  faculty,  and  the  uni- 
versity staff  that  college  stu- 
dents either  have  a sense  of  res- 
ponsibility or  must  develop  it. 

SUCH  A recognition  would,  I 
hope,  lead  to  an  allowance  for 
our  developing  and  exercising 
dur  responsibilities. 

Our  authorities  would  then, 
for  example,  recognize  that  every 
BYU  student  who  expects  to 
graduate  knows  very  well  that 
he  must  have  an  average  of  two 
credit  hours  of  religion  per  quar- 
ter; if  he  failed  to  register  for 
religion  one  quarter,  everyone 
would  know  that  he  had  either 
already  made  it  up  or  planned 
to  do  so  later. 

THERE  WOULD  be  one  less 
signature  to  obtain,  one  less  line 
to  stand  in  at  registration.  Sim 
ilarly,  the  Security  Office  in  all 
its  omnipotence  would  willing- 
ly concede  that  the  Universe 
would  print  no  picture  or  article 
which  would  be  damaging  to 
anyone’s  reputation  or  tp  any 
investigation  of  theft,  but  that 
otherwise  no  one  has  any  right 
to  censor  student  publications. 

NO  CODES  would  need  'to  be 
promulgated  outlawing  the 
wearing  of  Val  Norn  sweat- 
shirts; the  members  of  any  so- 
cial unit,  if  allowed  to  exercise 
their  sense  of  responsibility, 
would  know  how  to  judge  be- 
tween dangerous  hazing  prac- 
tices and  acceptable  fun. 

The  whole  question  of  regula- 
tions and  codes,  whether  of  hon- 
or or  of  bicycles  or  of  dorm 
hours,  could  be  seen  a far  health- 
ier light. 

TO  THOSE  who  will  insist 
that  such  thinking  shows  more 
faith  in  the  students  than 
justifiable,  I must  answer  that 
faith  in  the  students  is-  the  one 
solution  which  has  never  yet 
been  .tried.  The  other  answer, 
that  of  “legislating  us  into  the 
Celestial  Kingdom,”  as  a friend 
expressed  it,  is  so  bankrupt  and 
foolish  as  to  have  become  the 
very  seedbed  of  violations.
